Dept, Does Work
For All World

von KleinSmid, and the granting of
an adequate budget by the Board
of Trustees for the work, the first
of a serfes of research publications
written by faculty members of the
University of Southern California
has just been published.

Aiming to place in the hands of
scholars not only in America but
in foreign countries academic ac-
complishments of the local umi-
versity, the series will be sent to
college and public libraries in the
United States, Europe, Asla, Aus-
tralia, and South America, and to
specialists in the various subjects
treated.
